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1. The Communist faction of the Confederecion de Trabajadorés dé Cnthy 
Commista) held a closed meeting on 15 December 1949 in the Calle Libertad 53, 
Santiago, headquarters of the syndicnte of the Libertad Foundry. This neet~ 
ing was presided ovor by Domiciano Soto Vergara, the Assistant Cecretary General 
of the CiCh Comunista. For nolitical purposes, Soto Vergara is listed as being 
a tember of the Partido Democratico del Tueblo. 


2. Fresent at this meeting, the first of its kind held by the CTCh Commista since 
Aurust 1949, were representatives of local notallurgical, bakery, construction, 
and other syndicates. 


3. Among the resolutions adopted were the following: 


a. To wage a relentless, public campaign against the rising cost of living; 

b. To encourage and support labor demands for higher salaries; 

ce, To defend the right to strike; 

a&. To resist forcefully any polico attempt to pravent the Communist dominated 
syndicates from carrying out their programs and plans; 

@. To oppose publicly and forcefully the economic plan of the government; 

cf, To work for peace, democracy, and liberty. 


4. The Confederacion de Impleados Perticulares de Chile {CZPCh = Confederation of 
Private Employees of Chile) is planning a caupaign to convince the various 
national federations of white-collar workers that the ninimum monthly selary 
of 3,600 pesos, as calevlated by the governnent for the Santiago district, is 
too low. The GEPCh, vith the support of the other federationa comprising the 
Junto Nacional de Impleados de Chile (JUiiCh), hopes to force the goverment to 
raise the minimm salary to 4,000 pesos per month. 


5. It has also been ascertained that the “ational Federation of Teachers, which is 
affiliated to the JUNECh, is studying the possibility of forcing the government 
to raise teachers’ salaries throuch a series of strikes tentatively scheduled to 
take place early in 1950.**

which tho government each year calculates ae being needed by the "averape" employee

culated figure of 3,600 pesos per month is far too low.
